If the wheat does uot look well after 
spring opens apply 100 pounds of ni¬ 
trate of soda per acre, and the effect 
will be noticed immediately. Nitrate 
of soda always gives good results o:i 
wheat if applied in the spring, and 
many crops have been saved by its use. 
The cost of the nitrate should uot ex¬ 
ceed $2.50 per acre, aud the increase of 
straw and grain wifi not ouly pay for 
Its use, but leave a profit as well. 
Should the frost throw some of the 
wheat plants up use the roller as soon 
as it can be doue.

HOW PEOPLE CATCH COLR 

Slight Canoes Often Produce Serious 
Results to Men’s Health. 

The various ways in which a cold 
may be brought on are thus described 
by Dr. J. H. Kellogg: “A little kulfe 
blade of air blowing^ In through a crack 
in a window upon some part of the 
body will chill that part, aud the blood 
vessels of that region will become con 
traded, affecting somewhere In the In¬ 
terior of the body an area in reflex re¬ 
lation with this portion of the surface 
of the body. For Instance, the blood 
vessels of the skin of the top of the 
shoulders and the chest are associated 
with the blood vessels of the lungs, so 
that whatever happens to the blood 
vessels of the skin of the shoulders and 
chest happens also to the blood vessels 
of the lungs. 

“If there is a contraction of the blood 
vessels of the back of the neck there 
will be a contraction of the blood ves¬ 
sels of the nose and throat, and If there 
Is a contraction of the blood vessels of 
the top of the shoulders and the shoul¬ 
der blades there will also be a contrac¬ 
tion of the blood vessels of the lungs. 
When the Influence of the cold is con¬ 
tinued this contraction Is followed by 
c-ongestiou. When oue puts his bauds 
Into cold water for a few minutes they 
are first pale aud thed red. This is re¬ 
action. The longer the application and 
the more intense the degree of cold the 
greater will be the contraction and the 
congestion. So If the back of the neck 
Is exposed for a long time to the Influ¬ 
ence of cold one Is likely to have u cold 
In the nose and throat; If the shoulder 
blades and the tops of the shoulders are 
exposed one Is likely to tnke cold iu the 
lungs aud suffer from congestion of the 
lungs. 

“If the cold Is long continued It may 
cause not only a congestion but au In¬ 
flammation of the nose or lungs. So If 
the bottoms of the feet become wet or 
chilled a weakness of the bladder may 
result If there has ever been a trouble 
there, or a weakness of the stomach If 
there has been a catarrh of that organ.”

Another odvnntnge of the canal as 
planned by the effervescent Gaul will be 
to furnish work for years to the French 
workingman, to the entitling of the labor¬ 
ing mind and the security of the republic, 
the calculations being for a permanent 
force of 30,000 laborers.

Chinese Leather, 

The process by which the Chinese 
leather acquires Its peculiar character¬ 
istics Is described as follows: 

The skins are put into tubs contain¬ 
ing water, saltpeter and salt and after 
30 days are taken out, the hair Is shav¬ 
ed off and the. skins well washed in 
spring water. Each hide is then cut up 
Into three pieces and well steamed, 
which Is done by passing them several 
times backward and forward over a 
steaming oven. Further, each piece Is 
stretched out separately over a flat 
board aud secured with nails, so as to 
dry gradually and thoroughly In the 
sun. The smoke of tbe oven makes 
the leather black, and If It Is desired 
to have it of a yellow appearance it Is 
rubbed over with wnter In which the 
fruit of the so called wongchee tree baa' 
been soaked. 

Of tile ofTal glue Is made by beating 
It in pans for 13 hours over a slow Are, 
and the glue so obtained is poured Into 
rough earthen vessels, where It re¬ 
mains three days in onder to coagulate. 
The solid mass Is cut into pieces with 
sharp knives and carefully laid upon 
gratinglike trays to dry, the time taken 
In drying varying from 5 days, with a 
northwest wind, to 30 or 40 days with 
a southwest.—Boston Transcript.

Although tbe American Is willing to 
concede to the Japanese tbe possession 
of a mental capacity almost. If not 
quite, equaling that of tbe majority of 
white races, he Is apt to form a some¬ 
what slighting opinion of him as view¬ 
ed from a physical standpoint Tbe 
specimens met with in this country do 
not tend to convey a favorable Impres¬ 
sion of their athletic powers. After, 
however, reading an account of tbe 
physical measurements of some of tbe 
most prominent Japanese wrestlers, a 
more respectful attitude regarding the 
muscular development of these little 
men will probably be taken. Tbe Jljl 
Shimpo has recently published a table 
giving the measurements of six of tbe 
foremost Japanese fighters. From this 
table It Is gathered that the most bulky 
of these modern gladiators weighs at 
tbe age of 22 years about 300 pounds 
height, five and a bait feet; girth of 
chest, fifty-eight inches; lung capacity, 
4,450 cubic centimeters; upper arm, 
eighteen Inches. 

Another one weighs over 280 pounds; 
height, six feet five Inches; girth of 
chest, forty-eight inches; lung capacity. 
6,000 cubic centimeters; ujjper arm, six¬ 
teen inches. The smallest of these fight¬ 
ing men weighs more than 200 pounds, 
measures In height five feet seven 
Inches, while in lung capacity be ex¬ 
ceeds them all. There are few wrest¬ 
lers or pugilists In this or any country 
who attain to these dimensions, and 
those who have seen some of the beet 
exponents of Japanese wrestling are 
willing to back them when pitted 
against the pick of the European or 
American experts, as It is said that 
they are as skillful as they are power¬ 
ful.—Medical Record. 1
